To  aid  person*  in  their  choice  of  location,  the  following  explanation  ot 
the  rea*on  for  a  preference  for  the  Weat  over  the  East,  i*  quoted  from  reli¬ 
able  authority:  ■(  • 

WEST  ENDS. 

Most  persons' think  that  the  reason  why  the  West  end  ot  London  or  New 
York  is  more  fashionable  than  the  Ea*t,  i*  nothing  more  thin  the  topograph 
ical  figuration  of  the  capital.  But  the  Ac  i  h  m  v  of  Silences  of  Paris  has  pro¬ 
nounced  thi*  opinion  to  b©  a  delu*ion,  as  we  learn  from  an  article  iu  the  Lou¬ 
don  Athemeum.  ■  . 

In  the  first  place,  it  appears  that  it  19  not  only  at  London,  but  at  Pari*,  Vi¬ 
enna,  Berlin,  Turin.  St.  Peter-burgh,  and  alm*«;t  every  other  capital  in  Eu¬ 
rope — at  Liege,  Caen.  Montpelier,  Toulouse,  and  several  other  large  towns  — 
wherever,  in  tact,  there  are  not  great  local  obstacle — the  tendency  ol  the 
wealthier  inhabitants  to  group  themselve*  to  the  west  is  a!ro>^t  as  strongly 
marked  as  in  the  ‘‘great  metropolis.”  In  the  second  place,  at  Pompeii  and 
other  ancient  town*,  the  same  thiug  may  be  notice  l  ;  and  in  the  third  place, 
where  the  local  figuration  of  Uietowu  necessitates  au  increase  in  a  different 
direction,  the  moment  the  obstacle  ceases,  bouses  spread  toward  the  west. 
Thi*  last  fact  mac.  it  is  state  1,  be  particularly  obseryed  *t  Rome,  and  to  a 
certain  extent,  at  Edinburgh.  B  I 

When,  then,  all  cities  and  towns  have  their  beat  district*  in  the  west,  it  i* 
pretty  clear  that  th*  cause  of  it  must  be  acme  g-.  n-  rai  law  entirely  distinct 
from  local  situation.  What  i*  that  law  ?  -It  arn*.a  from  the  atmospheric 
pressure,”  answ  ers  the  Acad-  my  of  Science  “  When  the  barometric  column 
rises,  smoke  and  f-ernicious  emanations  rapidly  e\  operate  in  space.  In  the 
contrary  ease  we  sk*  that  smoke  and  p<  rnicioi*>  v  ipors  rtm.iin  in  apartmpnu 
aud  on  the  surface  of  the  *oiL  Now,  every  one  kn«jw  *  that  ot  all  w  inds,  that 
which  causes  the  greatest  ascension  of  the  barometric  column  is  that  of  the 
east,  and  that  which  lowers  the  most  i*  the  west.  M  hen  the  latter  blow*,  it 
has  the  iuconvenience  of  carrying  wbh  it  to  the  eastern  pur:  of  the  town  all 
the  deleterious  ga*es  which  it  niee’s  in  bs  passive  Ave-  the  western  parti  It 
results  from  that  that  the  inhabitants  of  :b  *  eusv-mHafc.o;'  the  town  have  to 
support  not  onivttheir  own  smoke  aft  i  miasma,  but  t  i«»s.  i»t  the  western  p»art 
of  the  town,  brought  to^hem  by  the  u  e«t  wind*. 

j  -When,  on  the  contrary,  the  east  w  ind  blow  9.  it  purifie.*  the  air  by  causing 
to  ascend  the  pernicious  emanations  whi  -h  it  jrannot  drive  to  the  west. 
Consequently,  the  inhabitants  of  the  west  receive  pi:e  air  tr  im  whatever  part 
iof  the  horixon  it  may  arrive ;  andtit  may  hie  added  that,  a®  the  west  wind* 
are  those  which  nuvs’t  frequently  prevail,  they  are  the  first  to  receive  the  air 
pure  and  as  it  arrives  from  the  country  ' 

After  thus  explaining  why  th^  western  parts  ary  the  best,  tbs  Academy 
makes  these  recommendations  : 

1.  That  persons  who  have  the  liberty  of  choice,  and  especially  thoee  of 
delicate  health,  should  reside  in  the  wecern  parts  of  the  towns. 

2.  That  all  establishments  from  which  emanate  pernicious  vapors  and 
gases  should  be  placed  in  the  east. 

3.  That  in  building  a  house  in  a  town,  and  even  in  the  country,  the  kitchen 
aud  other  depen  lencie*  from  which  pernicious  emanations  may  arise  should 
be  placed  to  the  east.  The  members  of  the  Academy  who  have  announced 
the  preceding  discovery,  and  made  the  preeeding'reeommeodauou*  are,  all 
of  them,  of  European  reputation  as  tuantt.
